AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
but  complications  were  few  and  there  were  no  fatalities. 

There  were  eight  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  carried  on  during  the  year,  35 
children  under  5,  and  4 between  5 and  15  being  immunised.  45  child- 
ren between  5 and  15  were  given  a reinforcing  dose  of  serum.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  83.9  per  cent,  of  child- 
ren under  15  had  been  immunised.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1947. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING— SCAVENGING 

During  the  year  the  Council  took  possession  of  a Shelvoke  and 
Drewry  seven  cubic  feet  refuse  freighter  and  commenced  the  collec- 
tion of  household  refuse  in  Wooler  by  direct  labour,  employing  two 
men. 

This  service  has  gradually  been  extended  and  at  the  time  of 
writing,  March  1948,  in  addition  to  the  weekly  collection  in  Wooler, 
there  is  a fortnightly  collection  in  Lowick  Village  and  a fortnightly 
roadside  collection  in  Chatton  and  Milfield. 

The  necessity  for  a new  refuse  disposal  site  has  been  apparent 
for  some  years,  and  it  seems  that  with  the  impending  acquisition  of 
Scott  s Quarry  in  Wooler,  no  difficulties  from  this  source  should  arise 
for  many  years  to  come. 

The  sale  of  B.S.S.  dustbins  by  the  Council,  at  little  more  than 
cost,  has  been  well  received  in  these  days  of  shortages  and  with 
suitable  advertising  there  is  no  doubt  many  more  bins  could  be 
sold.  The  advantages  from  the  collection  point  of  view  of  having 
suitable  standard  portable  containers  of  one  size  can  not  be  over- 
emphasised. 

The  Council  now  use  a two-bin  enclosed  street  orderly  refuse 
collecting  truck  on  pneumatic  tyres  instead  of  a hand-barrow  for 
street  cleaning  in  Wooler  Parish. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS 

There  have  been  improvements  carried  out  to  some  dairies,  and 
a distinct  improvement  is  found  each  year.  There  are  28  dairies 
m the  district  with  240  cows.  All  the  dairies  were  well  conducted 
and  kept  clean. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  AND  DISINFECTIONS 

For  the  fourth  year  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  not  used,  patients 
sent  to  Marshall  Meadows  Isolation  Hospital,  Berwick,  or  to 
Walkergate  City  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

. ,yFhe  number  of  disinfections  still  keeps  very  low,  ten  sets  of 
bedding  and  ten  rooms  being  disinfected. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTIONS 

These  are  dealt  with  in  detailed  list. 

The  slaughter  houses  were  well  conducted  during  the  year  and 
KepVCie  un‘  j Tlie  emergency  slaughtering  of  sheep  on  farms  leaves 
much  to  be  desired.  A large  number  of  such  carcases  were  condemned 
hue  to  inefficient  and  unskilled  slaughtering. 

In  spite  of  labour  difficulties  the  five  bakehouses  in  the  district 
were  well  conducted. 
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WATER  SUPPUES,  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  has  been  no  exceptional  trouble  with  water  supplies, 
drainage  or  sewerage. 

HOUSING 

Ten  Swedish  houses  were  erected  at  Woofer ^uring  the  year 
and  conversions  made  at  Milfield  Aerodrome  W.A.A.F.  Site  to  house 
14  families  temporarily.  Six  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey,  instructions  for  which  were  given  to 
the  Council  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  64/44  was  commenced, 
and  484  houses  were  inspected  and  recorded.  The  houses  were  classi- 
fied 1 — 5.
